III. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 1-13 and 15-17 are pending in the application, stand rejected, and are all the 
claims that are the subject of the present appeal. Specifically, claims 1-6, 8-13 and 15-17 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Kito (JP 10082223; "Kito '223") and 
claim 7 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kito' 223 in view of 
Thorpe (UK 2,395,331). Claim 14 is canceled. 

All of the claims pending in the present application are set forth in their entirety in 
Appendix A, attached to this Brief on Appeal. 
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
